BUTTERFLIES 


TO SELL 


Tho prosperous butterfly and moth 


farm, not only breeding those Insects 
by the tens ot thousands, hut also 
raising a largo proportion of its own 


fodder plants and issuing Us periodi- 
cal price list of eggs, larvae, paupnc 
and perfect insects, is tho natural out- 
come of the popular turning of nature 
study and the increasing numbers of 
collectors. 


Such a farm was inaugurated a few 


years ago at Bexley, Kent County, 
England, by L.,W. Newman, F. E. S., 
and the•venture has proved a great 
success. The farm consists of three- 
quarters of an acre of garden and al- 
lotment round his house and half an 
acre in a secluded corner of a wood, 
inclosed with wire netting. 
It was 


In" the wood I found hiin, busily en- 
gaged with one'of his" two assistants 
In the task of .spring cleaning. 


Here was a cage of wood and perfor- 


ated zinc built around a growing tree, 
which, Mr. Newhian Informed me, oon- 
iaiue'd 500 specimens' of the red-bead- 
el clearwing caterpillar; and close by 
was another cage—a • huge structure 
inclosing no fewer than seven birch 
trees and measuring 11 feet by 11 
fcot round the sides and 12 feet high 
—in which were about 1000 Insects ot 
different kinds. Other trees bore sim- 
ilar, cages 
of 
different 
sizes 
and 


shapes, each holding, a swarm of pre- 
cious stock, and so contrived that they 
could be fitted on to aiiy branch, thus 
.enabling them to be moved about the 
woodland as the caterpillars eat the 
foliage. 


Around his 
house 
Mr. Newman 


grows a motley crop of fodder plants 
!or his hungry stock, and he has three 
Slasshouses, two of which are unheat- 
3d. In one of the latter were, I was 
informed, about 10,000 caterpillars ot 
the 
silver-washed 
fritlllery. 
The 


larvae were in cages 
planted 
with 


violets just coming into ffower. 
In 


-he same house w»re four more cages 
planted with dead nettle and contalri- 
'ng more than 3000 caterpillars of the 
Handsomest scarlet tiger, and other 
:ages also, In which were about 5000 
lark green and high brown frltillai :es 


Throughout the establishment there 


are at the 
presenttlme more than 


40,000 living caterpillars, about 120
